The Lincoln 
highway, 
to 
extend [ 
from New York City through Gettys­ 
burg ,o the Pacific coast, will traverse 
the most historic sections of Pennsyl­ 
vania. This highway when completed 
should cross the state of New Jersey, I 
pass up the Lancaster turnpike which 
was the line of the first 
public 
road 
from Philadelphia to the Susquehanna 
river at Columbia. 
Over 
nearly the 
ame line the first 
railroad in Penn­ 
sylvania was built 
from the Quaker 
City to the banks of the Susquehanna, 
and put into operation in 1825. 
Markers designating 
this 
line of 
travel a 
th** “ Lincoln Highway", are 
now found along 
nearly 
the 
entire 
road from Philadelphia, westward. 
Settlements were made in the east­ 
ern counties, even before the arrival 
in Amt tica of W illiam Penn in 1*582. 
It was the custom of Penn as the pro­ 
prietor of the province, named in his 
honor, to purchase a1! lands from the 
Indian.* before titles were 
given 
to 
early settlers. 
The territory on this 
side of the Susquehanna “west to the 
setting sun," was 
brought from the 
Indians at a conference 
held 
in 
Al­ 
bany, New York, in 
173(5. 
At 
this 
meetir g the heir* of 
William 
Penn, 
who died in England in 1718, complet­ 
ed the negotiations for the purchase 
of the territory 
west of the Susque­ 
hanna river, with H i p 
Indian 
chiefs 
at Albany. Previous to 
this 
time a 
few squatters obtained permission to 
select tracts of lam! west of the river, 
bn, it was not until after the Albany 
treaty had been signed that the Quak­ 
ers, Scotch Irish 
and Germans could 
secure titles from the descendants of 
Penn, for 
land 
within 
the 
present 
limits of Adams county. The terms of 
the treaty meant that 
Penn secured 
the right* to la rid as far west as th** 
South 
mountains, 
including 
York, 
Adams, Cum In* ria rid arui several other 
counties lying to the north. 
During the first 20 
years 
of 
our 
provincial hi tory, 
’Y ork, Adams and 
Cumberland and the 
other territory 
northward 
belonged 
to 
Lancaster 
'* *unty. 
A fter 178*5 settlers obtained 
fee simple title* from 
the 
Penns 
to 
the valuable lands they 
selected 
in 
the Codol us valley and other parts of 
York county. These fertile tracts were 
, s sm lo bo occupied 
by 
industrious 
people who cleared their possessions 
and began to cultivate the soil. 
In 17.80 their 
petition to the Lan­ 
caster court to open a public highway 
<t travel, from the Susquehanna river 
u the present *ite of Wrightsville 40 
miles westward to the 
eastern ridge 
< f 
the 
Allegheny 
mountains 
was 
granted. This was the first road laid 
out, west of the Susquehanna and ex­ 
tended nearly over the 
same line as 
the turnpike from York. One branch 
west of York, led 
off 
to 
Frederick, 
Maryland. 
Titles to land in that re­ 
gion were given 
to 
immigrants 
by 
Lord Baltimore, 
before the heirs of 
Penn permitted setlers to locale west 
of the Susquehanna. 
Thi * f i rst highway through Adams 
county was originally 
known as the 
the Mon oca ey road. 
It was over this 
line of travel that many early settlers 
moved to Central Pennsylvania, W est­ 
ern Maryland, and even down to the 
Shenandoah valley in Virginia. A few 
year* later the heirs 
of 
Penn 
pur­ 
chased the lands 
of Western Penn­ 
sylvania from the redmen of the for­ 
est, for ii was the 
principle of 
the 
founder of Pennsylvania to treat the 
Indians with the 
utmost regard and 
affection. 
Early in our 
history the Monoeacy 
road was the leading route of travel 
westward. Before the time that wheel 
vehicles were used goods 
and 
m er­ 
chandise were carried 
westward 
by 
means of pack horses. Next came the 
large wagons drawn by four 
or 
six 
horses conveying goods and merchan­ 
dise 
westward. 
Gettysburg 
was 
a 
noted stopping place for these teams 
drawing the Conestoga wagons, which 
century

Tw o problem s Concerning the health 
and physical and mental developm ent 
of a child confront thoughtful parents 
today, consideration of the child o u t­ 
side of school and attention to Its en­ 
vironm ent within the school, according 
to a w riter In the Journal of the 
A m erican Medical association. 
‘‘W h eth e r in country or in city.” ho 
says, 
"th e 
borne 
influence 
on 
Its 
health is most important. 
A constant 
and controllable factor Is Its food 
Herein lies the home responsibility 
of the m other. 
She must learn that 
the food of the g-owing child is next 
only in im portance to its feeding as 
an Infant; and that the greatest good 
com es to It from plain, nutritious, well 
cooked and easily digested food; that 
it needs certain food for body stru c ­ 
tu re and o th e r foods to supply heat 
and energy. 
“A child 
should frolic and 
rom p 
and play because there is a natural 
relation 
between 
such 
m uscular 
activity and th*- proper perform ance 
of such food material In carrying on 
th e ir functions Th** m other must also 
realize th a t rest is as im portant for 
the child as play, and th at sufficient 
quiet, restful sleep does its equal part 
in storing energy and bringing abou* 
perfect development. 
Children need 
sunshine and fresh air. and at night 
should sleep In a well ventilated room 
with the windows well down from the 
top. 
T hey should be bathed reg u lar­ 
ly and properly clothed. 
"R ut no m atter how well fed and 
clothed, how clean and well nourished 
previous to its admission to school, 
the p a re n ts’ Interest must follow the 
child to th e school room and see that 
such environm ent does not underm ine 
its health. 
Heroin lies the responsi­ 
bility of the father, as a citizen arid 
taxpayer 
It is 1 - mopey that main 
tain s the school, and it is his duty to 
see th a t his cl-id is not forced Into 
an 
overcrowded, 
poorly 
ventilated, 
overheated classroom, compelled to 
b r e a t h e for five hours a day the ex­ 
pirations from forty or fifty pairs of 
lungs, and its condition so weakened 
as to render it vulnerable to th e at 
ta c k s of Infectious disease 
"Any one, on reflection, will be Im­ 
pressed with the futility of expecting 
a maximum progression, physical and 
m ental, where children are housed in 
overcrowded classrooms with little or 
no m oisture in the air. compelled to 
breath e dry, vitiated air, and to at 
tem p t mental task s with su ffo ca ted 
brain cells deprived of n atu re’s gen­ 
erous supply of oxygen. 
This is the 
condition In a large num ber of school 
room s throughout the land today ” 


Sense of Direction. 
T he apparently m arvelous way In 
which 
Indians, Eskim os and 
other 
prim itive 
people 
make 
their 
way 
through 
forests, snow-covered areas 
or other regions, which have little to 
indicate direction to w bite newcomers, 
has led to a widespread belief that 
they possess a m ysterious sixth sense 
of direction. Yilhjalmur Stefanson, tho 
Arctic traveler, who has lived much 
with E skim os, is very skeptical about 
th e existence of any superiority of 
sense of direction am ong prim itive 
peoples of any kind, and gives strong 
evidence 
from 
personal 
experience 
th a t Eskim os have no such superior­ 
ity. 
T h e ability of Indians and others 
to find their way he attrib u tes solely 
to their familiarity with the country 
through 
which 
they 
are 
traveling. 
They note many things that they have 
seen before and that have no signifl 
cance to the stranger in th eir land 
W hite men can and do acquire the 
sam e ability to find their way when 
they have learned to know a coun­ 
try. W hen the land is equally stran g e 
to the white man and the Indian or 
Eskim o, the white man. because of 
his b etter developed reasoning pow­ 
er, is m ore likely to have a correct 
lino of direction than the Eskimo.
